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Claims Allowed 

Claims 12-26 are allowable over the prior art of record. The claims are allowable because 
the prior art does not anticipate nor render obvious the claimed subject matter of: a superposition 
steering system for a track-laying or wheeled vehicle with a drive system, comprising: at least 
one steering differential gear coupled to the drive system; a zero shaft connected for transferring 
driver power from a first drive side of the drive system to a second drive side of the drive system 
via the steering differential gear; at least one electrical motor; and a power fraction branched off 
from the drive system, wherein the zero shaft is driven by a combination of the electrical motor 
and the power fraction branched off from the drive system. 

No particular single feature of the claim renders the claim as a whole patentable. Only the 
claim taken as a whole combination is deemed new and unobvious.
